Important Action by Several 
Committees. 


Commissions Signed— Washington News 
—Howe’s Circular—Capitol Gossip. 


The Court of Claims. 

WASHINGTON, February 11.—The Judges 
of the Court of Claims were in conference to- 
day with the House Committee on Civil 
Service Reform in connection with the prepa- 
ration of a bill to relieve Congress 
from the consideration of all 
claims against the Government. Te 
Court of Claims had adjourned till the 
20th In the hope that the President will 
have filled the vacancy on the bench before 


that date, and by so doing allow the court to 
take up certain cases, the hearing of which 
has been postponed by the possibility they 
might result in a mistrial through an equal 
division of the court as at present constituted. 
PRESIDENTIAL ELECTIONS. 

Davia Dudley Field apveared before the 
Select Committee of the House on law re- 
specting the eiection of President and Vice- 
President, and gave the committee at some 
length his views. He fully approved 
the features of the bills introduced 
inthe House by Hewitt, and advocated the 
submission to the United States Courts, under 
u quo warranto, with the rignt of appeal to 
the Supreme Court of the Uuited States, of 
all questions affecting the title to the 
offices of President and Vice-President 
arising under an election for those offices, 
No action has yet been taken by the commit- 
tee upon the pending bill. 

OCEAN MAIL SEVOICE. 

A joint conference of the sub-committees of 
the House Committees on Commerce, Naval 
Affairs and Post Offices and Post Routes was 
heid to-day, upon the subject of ocean mail 
service, and the following resolution was 
adopted: 

Resolved, Thatitis thesense of this joint 
committee that it is advisable to promote the 
postal and commercial interests of the United 
States by providing sufficient compensation 
for the carriage of ocean mails from tne 
United States to foreign ports in American 
ships. 

This resolution will be reported to the re- 
spective full committees. It is believed some 
measure wiil shortly be reported to the House 
favoring liberal compensation to an American 
line of fast mail steamships. 


The Tennessee Bonds. 
NASHVILLE, February 11.—The Supreme 
Court decided this morning that the law to 
settle the State debt at 100.3 was unconstitu- 


tional. 
GREAT REJOICING. 


MEMPHIS, TENN., February 11.—There’s 
great rejoicing here over the decision of the 
Supreme Court rendered at Nashville this 
morning, declaring the 1003. Act. unconsti- 


tutional. 
THE DECISION. 

NASHVILLE, TENN., February 11.—The 
opinion of the Supreme Court delivered this 
morning declares invalid and unconstita- 
tional the act of April, 81, to compromise the 
bonded indebtedness of Tennessee at par and 
3 per cent interest coupons, re- 
ceivable for taxes. Two of the five judges 
composing the court, namely, Judge- Ewing 
and Deaderick, dissent from this decision. 
Reviewing the suit,Judge Turney,in deliver- 
ing his opinion, said: One of the Circuit 
Judges of the state had granted a fiat enjoin- 
ing the Funding Board on its hearing. 
The Chancellor, of his own motion, 
dismissed the bill and the complainant tax- 
payers appealed. The argument that the tax- 
payeris bound by honor and words to pay 
under the existing law the debt and six per 
cent interest, and therefore can sustain no 
injury from compulsion to pay half that 
interest, and therefore ought not 
to be heard, the complaint cannot avail with 
the courts. The debtor may uask the inter- 
vention of courts to prevent the enforcement 
in part of the agreement to pay as well as 
the whole. If when the act is 
a complete or executed contract and 
is being directly enforced, the tax-payer 
may resist it. There is no good reason why 
he may not strike it at tbe threshold, and 
destroy its half-growu life. The Legislature is 
the creature of the Constitution, and cannot 
rise above it, and when the law-making power 
violates the constitution its act is a nullity, 
and, being a nullity, ismot an authority of the 
state. The constitution is the work of the 
people and can only be changed 
by the people. The funding act 
being unconstitutional, this suit 
against the officers brought into being by it 
isnot a suit against the “officers of the 
State,” but a suit against persons attemptirg 
to commit a wrong, and may be maintained. 


Forcing Subscriptions. 

WASHINGTON, February 11.—Postmaster 
Gen. Howe has written the following letter 
to the Postmaster of the United States: The 
Society of the Army of tne Cumberland, ap- 
peals to you for aid to procure contributions to 
the fund forthe erection of a monument at 
the national capital to the memory of James 
A. Garfield. I am sure no word is needed from 
us to enlist your best efforts in behalf of 
such acause. By noble aspirations and by 
tireless endeavor to promote the public wel- 


fare Presideut Garfield had achieved the 
highest honors of the Republic when he had 
but little passed the noon of life. He fell 
a victim to malice so wanton as to 
be demoniac. A monument to bim will 
attess the nation’s love for his yirtuesjand the 
nation’s abhorrence for that inscrutable de- 
pravity which slew him. Such a structure 
should not be stinted for lack of means. The 
nation is very rich; let art exhaust itself on 
invention; let money leap to execute her de- 
signs. I have but lately assumed official re- 
lations with your corps. This is my first 
communication to vou. Lou are numerous, 
widespread and influential. You will respond 
to the appeal of tne Society of the Army of 
the Cumberland and your response will show, 
I trust, that those who admiuister the posta 
service for the United States are not the 
least patriotic or least capabie of those who 
work for the Republic.

northern portion to constitute as now the 
territory of Dakota. The sub-cemmittee will 
prepare a substitute for the pending bill, pro- 
viding for the necessary machinery of gov- 
ernment, etc. 


Improving the Missouri. 

WASHINGTON, February 11.—A number of 
Congressmen from the Missouri valley met 
to-day and discussed the subject of the im- 
provement of the Missouri river.

STARTLING MURDER IN CHICAGO. 


A Prominent Business Man Killed and 
Robbed. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, February 11.—The body of Luke 
Ransom, the late resident manager of the 
Osborne Reaper works, was found 
in front of his residence on the 
sidewalk, at Hinsdale, a suburb of 
this city on the C., B, & Q. railroad, about 7 
o’clock this morning. Mr. Ransom was lying 
on his back with a buliet in his heaa 
and a second in his left side. 
The effect of the first shot was to crush his 
skull. That portion of the brain exuded and 
was lying in aclotat his head. The second 
shot had been discharged so close to 
his body as to sit his coat on fire. Mr. Ran- 
som left the works for his residence about 6 
o’clock last evening on the Dubuque train, 
and had probably been followed to Hinsdale 
by the murderer. 

THE MURDER 
is supposed to have been instigated by rob- 
bery, as an empty pocket book was found a 
Mr. Ransom's sid? A bag of small shot, un- 
doubtedly the property of the murderer, was 
found near the corpse. Mr. Ransom 
had recently been presented by his associates 
with a magnificent gold watch, which is 
also missing. At the beginning of 
the year the warehouse of the 
Reaper Co., inthis city, burned down under 
mysterious circumstances.-: At the request 
of the officers of the company, Mr. Ransom 
resigned his position. Mr. Osborne at that 
time said that Ransom had been dealing on 
the Boardjof Trade and, learning that, his re- 
signation was demanded. It is not known 
whether he was a loser in the recent wheat 
flurry. He was a man of 
considerabie property, and he leaves 
a wife and several children. If the murder 
proves to have been the work of thugs, it

A SERIOUS SUIT. 


Henry Benoist’s Allegations Against 
Charles Green. 


- — 
— 


How Benoist Says He Lost Nearly 8150, 
000 Through Trust in His Agent. 


A bill of complaint was filed this afternoon 
in the United States Circuit Court by Daven- 
port & Napton and Thorougbman & Valliant 
in behalf of Henry A. Benoist against Charles 
Green, last year’s president of the Fair Asso- 
ciation. 

Mr. Benoist states that several years prior 
to attaining his majority, Aug ust 17, 1872, he 
had inherited and acquired under the will of 
his father, Louis A. Benoist, a large amount 
of property in this city and county, of the 
value ot $150,000. While he was yet a 


minor, James Murrin, by marriage with his 
mother, became bis stepfather, and as such 
during the petitioner’s minority assumed the 
management and control of nis property. At 
that time CharlesGreen was engaged in the 
business Of .eal estate and financial agent. 
He was an intimate friend, confidential agent 
and boor companion of James Muirin, through 
whomthe defendant, Green, obtained the 
management as agent of all the plaintiff's 
roperty and the property of his mother, 
rothers and sisters. ythe time the peti- 
tioner Came of age he alleges that through the 
influence and 
TEACHINGS OF HIS STEP-FATHER, 
Murrin, he came to look upon Green as a Man 
of great wisdom, business experience and 
ability,s honest and trustworthy, and the 
plainvciff in him absolute con- 
tidence, trusting, Mr. Benoist 
gave hands, he ulleges, 
the whole of his business affairs. From that 
time on Mr. Benoist alleges that he was en- 
tirely stripped of all his property and ren- 
dered absolutely penniless, Green all the 
time acting as his sole business agent and 
confidential adviser. Mr. Benoist 
states that Green was man 
of mature _— und judgment, while 
he was totally ignorant about business af- 
fairs. He states that he was carefully trained 
tofrepose confidencein Green; that when he 
came of age and during ali the years subse- 
quent he suffered himself to be completely 
controlledin all his affairs by said Green,never 
questioning the propriety of his acts, and 
often signing deeds, notes and papers without 
knowing their contents. Mr. Benoist alleges 
that Green craftily and fraudulently carried 
outa manipulation of his affairs, involving 
him in debt and resulting at last in the trans- 
fer of all the property. Mr. Benoist alleges 
that Green was guilty of the following 
ACTS OF IMPOSITION, 

unfairness, abuse of cunfidence and fraud: 
Within three days after coming of age Mr. 
Benoist alieges that Green, conspiring with 
James Murrin and others, accepted, as 
Benoist’s agent, a deed trom John 
Cavanaugh to certain real es- 
tate to secure payment of $14,000, 
another deed for $1,855; another for $2,128 and 
another for $2,0i4; a totalincumbrance ot $21, 
257, the interest alone amounting to 51,673 a 
year and taxes to 3400 a year, making the 
annual expenses over 42, 000, whenthe rents 
would not amount to one half that sum. The 
property had been purchased by James Mar- 
rin, inthe name of Mr. Benoist’s mother, in 
1871 by deed with absolute title, but 
at the time of purchase the deed 
of trust for $14,000 had been executed by Flan- 
igan and was a subsisting encumbrance. 
After the death of the plaintiff’s mother the 
8 was sold Murrin to 

avanagh, but Mr. enoist alleges 
that he never paid anything for it 
and the title was only taken temporarily for 
the purpose of holding it until the chosen 
victim of the ame ag ed should come of age. 
Mr. Benoist ages that Green was fraudu- 
lently scheming to make plaintiff pay 
Murrin’s debts and he had also in 
view the selfish purpose of loading the plain- 
tiff with debt so that he 

(GREEN) MIGHT REAP LARGE PROFITS 

in interest and commissions, and with the 
view of improving the property at 
Mr. Benoist’s expense, and finally by 
artful use of the encumbrances and sales 
thereunder he might become the owner ot the 
property himself. During the time that the 
property stood in plaintiff's name, 
1872 to 1875, he executed deeds 
of trust under Green’s direction 
to the extent of $5v,000. All the proceeds of said 
deeds were received, Mr. Benoist alleges, by 
Green and disbursed according to his will and 
pleasure. Green advanced 527, 000 ot the $50,000 
inthe name of other parties, and charged 
plaintiff $800 commission on sums advanced 
by himself. In 1875 Green induced Mr. Be 
noist to lease the property to him for ten 

ears at $3840 per annum, and shortly after Mr. 

snoist went to Europe. Before going Green 
induced him to give an absolute power of 
attorney. Subsequently he put improve 
ments cf $6,500 on it at the expense 
of plaintiff. Joseph O'Neil becume 
the purchaser of the property 
for $3,300, under the last deed of trust which 
he held. Mr. Benoist further charges that 
$25,000 of his money was wantonly expended 
by Green in relation to some Pine street 
property in discharge a& debt 
for which he was in no 
way bound. Mr. Benoist requires Mr. 
Green to account in a Court of Equity for all 
the acts of fraud and imposi- 
tion in the management of — — 
which have rendered him penniless, 
and ne asks that Green be called upon to ac- 
count for the proceeds of the property that 
Green has sold, for the rents, etc., and that 
he be required to reconvey to plain- 
tiff the property he now holds. The 
petition, which is exhaustive, winds up with a 
prayer for a general accounting.

of the sprinkling can be accurately regulated. 
Each nozzle is automatical'y moved backward 
and forward. so that the street, for the length 
of the apparatus and about 30 feet in addition 
at each end,is sprinkled. The length of time 
required to sprinkle 180 feet (half square) with 
the apparatus varies according to 
the pressure in the mains, but would 
probably never exceed a minute and a half 
including traveling and connecting with the 
water plugs; the time required for sprinkling 
a half block is from two and a half to three 
minutes, or about ten or twelve blocks can be 
sprinkled per hour. 

The approximate cost of sprinkling one 
block for the!season of seven months by the 
sprinkler is $12 86 If generally adopted the 
cost to eachinhabitant of a block would not 
be more than $1 40 for the entire season. 
When itis remembered that the sprinkling 
carts which have made a show of sprinkling 
the streets in past seasons charge property 
owners all the way from $2 to $10 per month, 
the advantages of the sprinkleris an econ- 
omical point of view becames apparent.

_~ fhe Battle of the Express Compa- 
nies and the Railroads. 


The Origin, Growth and De- 
velopment of the Express 
Business in America. 


Points in Which the Public are Inter- 
ested in the Present Legal Battle. 


—ͤh—m—U—U— — — 


How the War Arose and the Position of the 
Two Parties—Billions Interested 
in Express Enterprise. 


The litigation between the express com- 
panies end the railroads, which has been the 
subject of argument in the United States Cir- 


cuit Court in this city during the prese nt 


week, andthe array of legal talent in the 
cases, bas called public attention tothe ex- 
press business in general. 

The cases were peculiar, and the principal 
argument of the express companies was that 
they were the servants of the people, and 
were a publicnecessity to such a degree that 
the courts could not allow the railroads to in- 
augurate a movement which would expel the 
companies from the lines, and thus do an in- 
caiculabie damage to national commerce. 
The present article is written to convey 


a stccinct idea of the magnitude of 
the express business of the country,together 
with a brief account of the present fight and 
the caus s which brought it about. Express 
companies had their origin in Boston as early 
as 1538. Intbat year Mr. Harnden opened 
the first line between Boston and New York 
via the Stonington Railroad and the steam- 
houis on the Sound. He was the man who 
first used the word ‘*fexpress’’ as a distinc- 
tive appellation for this kiad of business. 
He was followed by A vin Adams if the year 
1839. Both of these gentiemen, who after- 
wards rose to great prominence in the coun- 
try, at first acted as their own messengers, 
personally accompanying the few packages 
of freight which were delivered to them, and 
seeing to their safe delivery. Jas, M. 
Thompson commenced a similar business 
in the year 1840 between the 
cities of Hartford aod Springfield. 
in 1841, Mr. Dinsmore associated with Mr. 
Adams, ina joint express business between 
New York, Philadelphia and Pittsburgh. 
Earl inthe year 1843, Edward S. Sanford 
and Samuel Shoemaker established a similar 
business between Philadelphia, Baltimore 
and Richmond. Soon after this time Clapp 
Spooner and Daneil Phillips opened a well- 
equipped line between Hartford and New 
Haven. Afterwards, in the year 1847, a small 
line was started between Philadeiphia and 
Reading, under the management of Robert 
Weaver and Stepben Potts. These several 
companies ran with varying success for |sev- 
eral years. Finally, in 1854, ali the parties 
mentioned united thir severalfcompanies into 
a joint bu-iness under the name of the 
Adams Expre-s Company. It will thus be 
seen that tbe Adams isthe oldest company 
ia the country, and practically represents 
both the development and perfection of the 


business in the United States. Mr. 
Alvin Adams was the first 
president of the joint organization, 


and foilowing him came Mr. Dinsmore, who 
remains in charge at the present day. To 
show the magnificent growth of the business, 
and the great public need which it fills, only 
afew statistics need be given. There are at 
present about 

460 EXPRESS COMPANIES IN THE COUNTRY. 
They run on nearly every railroad, steam- 
boat and stage line in the United States. 
Many of them are small, and in New England 
six or seven frequentiy run on the one line. 
They have been decided by the public to be 

indispensable for carrying a certain class of 
freigvt, and he present fight against them is 
therefore exciting the greatest interest. To 
understand the magnitude of the 
buainess it is only necessary to 
know that the aggregate capital 
of the four following representative compa- 
nies is over $55,000,000. The Adams Com- 

any naturally comes first. It runs over 175 

ifferent railroad, steamboat and stage lines. 
It requires to transact its business 3,000 offi- 
ces, employst 4 300 men and makes an an- 
nual run of 19.884. 000 miles. It owns 1,000 
horses and 700 * 

The exhibit of the American Express Com- 

any shows even larger figures. It bas in all 

000 offices, employs 7,000 men, and its mes- 
sengeis travel annually the enormous dis- 
tance of 37,560,000 miles. The Southern Ex- 
press Company, one of the parties to the 

resent litigation, and which was only organ- 

zed in 1802, is also doing a tremendous busi- 
ness. 

It runs over sixty-eight different railroads, 
with a mileage o 12,882 miles. It employs 
1,858 men, and its earuings may be counted 
from the data that Mr. B. C. Brown, the at- 
torney of the Memphis and Little Rock Rail- 


way, stated in arguing before Judge 
Miller on Wednesday that the 
rofits for the last six years had 


een nearly, if not entirely, $2,600,000. Weils, 
Fargo & Co.’s Ex ress operates over 6,000 
miles of railway, 6,000 miles of stave lives, 
1,100 miles of iniand -steamers, and 1,200 
miles of ocean steamers. The four 
com panies just mentioned have 
OFFICES N 7,689 CITIES, 
towns aod villages, and employ altogether 
14,228 men. From these figures it can be 
@asily seen hat tuere are billions of dollars 
invesied in the bus ness in the United States, 
and that hundreds of thourands of people 
receive emplyment from this source. 
No wonder deu that the present attack of 
the railroads, whichis aimed directly at the 
life of be express companies, should call 
forth the most bitter opposition and should 
be fought With all the legal 
ability which is at the service 
of the corporation attacked. There are 
dozens of companies in the country, many of 
them like the United States, the Texas and 
the Pacific Express Companies, of more im- 
portance even than some of those mentioned 
and all vf them are vitally interested in this 
contest. A short account of the nature of 
the struggle will not be uninteresting to the 
business men of the country, who are 
dependent on the Express Company for much 
of their facilities. In beginning it may be 
stated that the prevent fighi is solely against 
the Southern and Adams Express comyanies, 
und is largely confined to the west. But one 
or two similar attempts have been made in the 
east, netably that against Westcott’s line 
in New York, but the courts soon interfered 
and the matter is now settled. The Southern 
Express company is generally thought to be 
a branch of the Adams, but this is not a fact. 
It was organized in 1862 by H. B. Plant, who 
is now president and a resident of New

pro ons, pretended to be dissatisfied 
wit Be dams Company, and made this a 
pretext for organizing the Union Express 
Company, principally made up of officers of 
the railroad. Thereupon the railroad made 
a ten-year contract with the Union Express 
Company on very favorable terms, and noti- 
fied the Adams and Southern companies to 
QUIT BUSINESS ON THE LINE. 
They declined to doso and were imme- 
diately thrust off by force. The Union Ex- 
pres Company putonits own messengers, 


wagons, etc. between Memphis and Louis- 
ville and Louisville and Nash- 
ville. It continued in the occupa- 


tion of this territory until February, 1880, 
when it attempted to extend itself on the 
Cincinnati Short line from Louisville to Cin- 
cinnati, underthe patronage of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville road, and otherwise in- 
dicated an intention of excluding the other 
companies wherever the power or friend- 
ship of the L. & N. road reached. 
When this became manifest it was plain to the 
Adams and Southern companies that they 
must make a fight for their verv existence. 
They applied for and obtained from Judge 
Baxter. of the United States Circuit Court 

sitting at Detroit, a first injunction granted 
on the ground that no railway could 
give exclusive facilities to one express com- 
pany any more than to one individual. This 
injunction was granted in May, 1880. About 
the same time the St..Louis, Iron Mountain 
and Southern Railway organized what was 
known as the Mississippi Valley Express 
Company, having for stockholders almost ex- 
clusively the officers of the railroad company. 
The railroad company made a contract with 
the new express company on exceedingly 
favorable terms, and immediately notified the 
Southern Express Company that it could no 
longer run over the Iron Mountain road. It 
soon became manifest to the railroad that 


they could not give exclusive privi- 
lege to any one express eompanv, 
and that the Adams and Southern 


were bound to succeed in the opposition. 
These railroads then changed their tactics. 
They feigned to abandon tbeir contract with 
the Union and Mississippi Valley companies 
and soon after the two latter disappeared 
from sight and were heard of nomore. The 
railroads were, however, still greedy of the 
profits made by the express companies. 

They adopted a new plan. They organized 
express departments of their own, and in 
this new manner attempted to 

DRIVE THE EXPRESS COMPANIES 
from their roads, refusing them all privi- 


leges. When this new phase of the 
fight made its appearance the 
two express companies mentioned 


obtained supplemental proceedings restrain- 
ing the railroads from denying to the express 
companies any facilities given to their own 
express departments, and from refusing fa- 
cilities to the companies which they had pre- 
viously enjoyed. In this connection, Judge 
Kly, formeriy Postmaster-General, decided 
that the conduct of the express companies 
formed no part of the duty of a railroad, and 
that until lately, no railroad had ever at- 
tempted to run an express department. He 
further declared that the railroads had fos- 
tered the express companies until they had 
become a public necessity, and that 
the railroads now could not exclude them. A 
while after the Louisville and Nashville had 
began the fight, in connection with tae Iron 
Mountain, other railroads, which had passed 


under the control of or had become 
connected with these roads, in- 
augurated the same attempts against 
the Adams and Southern companies. 


Among these railroads were the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis, the Mobile and 
Montgomery, the Louisville, Albany and 
Chicago, the Memphis and Little Rock, and 
all railroads west of the Mississippi which 
had passed under the control of Jay Gould. 
Among this latter migbt be mentioned the 
Texas Pacific and the Internationai. 

The fight at last got to be 80 extensive 
and important as to threaten the existence of 
the two companies. The question arose, so 
important to national commerce, whether or 
not the enjoyment of express facilities by the 
public was dependent on the willof the 
railroads, or whether it was 
a matter of right which the courts would as- 
sert against the pleasure of the railroads. 
After the Louisville and Nashville had con- 
ducted the experiment of its own express 
department for nine months, and just before 
the present cases were filed, the 
directors, satisfiel that a railroad 
could not successfully run an express busi- 
nese, gave up the trial. The Adams and 
Southern companies were invited back and 
are now running on this line on the same 
terms as before the fight. Early in 1881, nearly 
all the lines east of the Mississippi followed 
this example andthe fight has since been 
only with those roads west of the Mivsis- 
sippi, 

NOTABLY THE GOULD LINES 
and the Memphis and Little Rock. The suits 
argued here this week are as follows: The 
Southern Express Company vs. the St. Louis, 
Iron Mountain and “outhern Railroad, and 
vs. the Memphis and Little Rock, and also 
the Adams Company vs. the Denver and Rio 
Grarde, the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
and against the M., K. aud T. roads. Judge 
McCrary thought the suits so important that 
he deemed it advisable to invite Associate 
Justice Miller, of the United States Supreme 
Court, to sit in the matter aod to 
secure as full as bench s possible to adjudi- 
cate the matter. Two other cases are pend- 
ing—those ofthe Texas Express Company 
vs. the Texas Pacific and the International 


roads. Ithad been contemplated to unite 
these latter cases with the ones argued 
here, but it was deemed best 
to let them take their course 


in Texas, as they were not in Judge Miller’s 
circuit. As said before, this is the only trouble 
existing anywhere, there being practically 
none in the East, and the Pacific Express, 
which was on the Missouri Pacific, and on 
most of the Gould lines, is thought to be 
owned by Jay himeelf. The issues 
involved in the cases argued here are simple, 
and are as follows: 

Ist. Whether the express companies, wbich 
are agents ef each individual of the public 
who desires to employ them, and which give 
traasfer to that character of freight, which 
on account of value, or becauseit requires 
greater care in haudling, has the right to 
transfer such matter on the railroads under 
the express company's personal supervision 


or not. 

2. If this right does exist and the railroads 
refuse to accede facilities therefor except on 
unreascenable terms, how is the right to be 
enforced? These questions are so extensive 
in their application and so novel thata spe- 
cial bench was called to trythem, and the 
most eminent lawyers in the country were 
retained on either side. 

In November last the Iron Mountain Rail- 
road also got tired of its fight, abandoned its 
express department and sold out all its 
equipments to the Pacific Express. It thus 
made a contract with the Pacific, by which 
the latter pays a fixed rate for 10,000 lbs. of 
freight daily and an additional sum for 
any amount in excess of this sum. The rail- 
roud proposed to duplicate this contract with 
the Southern Express Company, very lately, 
but the latter dcclined on the grouna 
that the terms were excessive. 
and holding it to be the duty of tue Iron 
Mountain road to fix a rate upon the basis of 
the freight actually transported. The ex 

piess company maintains that the rail- 
roads could not compel any shipper, 
express company, or otherwise, to pay a rate 
on a fixed amount daily, whether that 
amount was loaned or not. The injustice of 


the railroad’s proposition is exemplified 
by the fact that the entire 
volume of express trafflfe on 


the Iron Mountain road does not amount to 
as much, on a daily average, as 10,000 pounds 
and when thisis divided among two com- 
panies, there would be no pay for either, 
althouvh they are paying, on an aggregate, 
for 20,000 pounds daily. 

If the company only carried 500 pounds ona 
certain day, it would have to pay for 10,000 
pounds, and this expense would fall on tne 
public. The cases will be decided probably 
within a month.

POLICE IMPROVEMENTS. 


_——— 
Wagon Patrols and Blue Boxes“ 
to be Introduced Shortly. 


Annunciators for Private Residences 
How the New Arrangements 
Will Work, 


& 


Within the next sixty days the patrol po- 
lice system will be in use in St. Louis, fash- 
ioned after the most improved arrangements 
of the various patrols in the country. Two 
wagons and twenty-five “blue boxes” will be 
in readiness by that time aud their utility will 
be tested before the full execution of the plan. 


When the Board ot Police Commissioners 

upon the advice of Chief Kennett, who in- 
spected the police plans in othercities during 
aneastern trip last summer adopted the 
system, Commisstoner Kinkead and Chief of 
Detectives Watkins, went east to collect data 
for the establishment of the patrol here. The 
result was that contracts were drawn up at 
once, though the execution has been re- 
markably slow. The wagons are now almost 
in readiness. They will be large, easy run- 

ning vehleles very similar to the ones now in 
use by the salvage corps. They will be 
equipped with ropes, fire extinguishers, tar- 

paulins, buckets, stretchers, etc, and 
Will serve as an ambulance for removing the 
sick or injured, to extinguish 
small blazes and to carry officers to any point 
to quella disturbance. It will be manned by 
four officers, who will do duty from 7 a. m. 
to 7 p. m. 

THE WAGON 

will, when an arbitrary aiarm is received, 
drive at fire department rate. One will be 
located at the Third District Main Station, 


2 the present stable and rear por- 
tion of the calaboose, running out on to Carr 
street. The otheris tobe stationed at the 


Chestnut Street Station. The oid reporters’ 
room will be altered to suit the purpose. 

The twenty-five blue boxes,“ which are 
now being built at a coat of $6 70 each, will be 
stationed throughthe central portion of the 
city. The blue boxis an octagonal column 
about 10 feet high, 3 feet in diameter and each 
surface 1 foot. The one now on exhibition 
at the office of the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners will probably be the model of those 
now being built. Itis painted a light biue 
and roofed with heavy skylight glass, 
through which a pipe leading up from 
the bottom projects, making a fastening 
for the wires, and atthe same time supplying 
a gaspipe tolreplace the large lamp-post. The 
boxes will be placed in the positions of these 
lamp-posts, and the lantern will be attached 
to the pipes projecting from the roof. Each 
box is furnished with a telephone and an an- 
nunclator, and a numbered key to each is 
given every officer and to respectable citizens 
living in the vicinity. By means of a lever, 
attached to the instrument, the officer on his 
beat will be enabied to communicate with the 
station without leaving his precinct by “calling 
telephone.” He can also give an arbitrary 
alarm, which will bring the wagon to the 
locality without any loss of time. By pulling 
the lever the key with which the instrument 
was reached, is held tightly in the hole, and 
can not be rescued until the arrival of the 
wagon. 

EACH KEY 
is numbered, and the owner registered. In 
this way all false alarms are avoided. When 
usked about the disposition of the men and 
boxes, Chief Kennett said that the 
sixteen men making the and 
day forces for wagoa 
will be active experienced officers. The selec- 
tion has not yet been made. The twenty- 
four boxes that will be in readiness at first 
will be distributed through the center of the 
citv, probably between Cass and Chouteau 
avenues and the river and Eighth street. 
They will be situated nearer in rough locali- 
ties where there is always danger of a 
serious row, as along Almond, Poplar, Spruce 
and such streets below Fourth and about 
Clabber alley. Annunciators for pri- 
vate residences will be made at once 
and can be had for Sh a year without any 
assessment or rent. These consist of 
THE BLUE Box 

annunciator alone, and are exposed to view 
in the seeping room. At the nearest station 
all such instruments are registered, and a 
key to the front door, sealed and deposited. 
When an alarm is given from a residence the 
men secure the key and drive for the loeali- 
ty. The wheels can be mufiled by means of a 
rubber tire, and the note is not sufli- 
cient to attract a pedestrian’s attention 
a block distance. On arriving within two 
blocks of the residence from which the alarm 
comes the men dismount, two going to the 
rear While the others enter with the key 
through the front door. Recently two noted 
burglars were caught in the act of riflinga 
residence in Chicago. The inmates were 
aroused by suspicious noises, and without 
making an unnecessary outcry, pulled the 
lever and brought the patrolmen on the in- 
truders, who were captured and sent to the 
penitentiary. Ultimately 200 boxes will be 
in use and will be distributed ali over the 
city, and wagons built for all the main 
stations.

IN THE ICE FIELDS. 


The Horrors of a Shipwrecked Crew 
Off the Shores of Conception Bay. 
St. Johns Special to New York Herald. 

A shocking disaster to haman life among 
the bleak ice fields thatnow and again in- 
trude upon the waters of the eastern coast of 
Newfoundland bas verv recently oecurred. 
It had nearly o tstripped in magnitude the 
cismal ice-floe tragedy of April, two years 
ago, an account of which was published in 
the Herald atthe time. The sad story of the 
present is briefly told: 

On the first day of last week in January 
nine skiff-, with their crews, left Porte de 
Grave, a town on the northwest side of Con- 
ception Bay,to proceed to Topsail on the 
south side. The number of men manning 


these skiffs has not yet been ascertained with | 


any accuracy, but the aggregate number 
would probably be fifty. heir destisation 
was the neighborhood of Topsail Big Pond, 


where from the surrounding forests they | 


were accustomed to cut frames of houses, 
fluke 

wood. They crossed the 
for home on the morning of the | 
Ist inst. The wind was blowing a moderate | 
breeze from the eastward and there wasa 
strong westerly set of the arctic current. Be- 
fore they had reached the central line of the 
bay they found thatthe northern drift ice 
Was running in with great rapidity, both 
along the northern and southern sbores of 
Conception Bay. Borne along both by wind 
and current, it then appeared to them as well 
and as hopeful to proceed as to retreat. They 
accordingly determined to keep on their 
homeward-bound course, but this was a fatal 
decision. In a few hours they were literaliy 
imprisoned in a sea of ice. Seven of the 
tkiffs, which had notparted company, ener- 
vetically united their whole forces and, after 
hours of terrible struggling, succeeded in 
linperating themselves frum their icy bond- 
age. This the joint crews effected by drag- 
ving their skiffs alternately over the ice pans 
and through the. watery slatches till thev 
eventually reached the inner western edge of 
the ice and succeeded in making the harbour 
of Killegrews in safety. The other two | 
skiff-, that were nearly a mile further ad- 
vanced in the bav, were as hopelessly caught, 
with all retreat cut off, as would be an un- 
fortunate sailor overboard fallen into the 


corpse-like embrace of a devil- -h. The two 
iil-fated skiffs were coinmanded 
by men named respectively, Por- 
ter and Mangan. The precise number 


of the crew in each skiff, or their names, I 
have not been able to ascertain. There is no 
telegraphic communication with that portion 
of Conception Bay where the disaster oc- 
curred, and although five days bave elapsed, 
it was only last pight, by an express courier, 
that the news reached your correspondent. 
The unparalleled snowfall along the line of 
road has interrupted all communication dur- 
ing the past week. The wind blowing from 
the eastward while the skiffs were crossing 
the bay, it was earnestly boped by the people 
looking on from the sbore that they would be 
able to effect a iandivg on Kelly’s Island; but 
that hope has been dispelled. 

Wednesday night last was one of terrific 
storm and wind and frost, and those skiff.- 
were undecked aud upprovided with fue! or 
means of kindling a re. They had barels 
one day’s provisions on board. U. der fav- 
orable circumstances they could have 
reached their homes in four or five hours. 
and hence their absolute lack of resources in 
food and fire. 

A traveler on foot who arrived on last 
Thureday evening from the guilies of Fox 
Trap reports having seen the two skiffs 
locked in the embrace of the ice floes about 
ten miles from the highlands of Brigus. 
When looked at through a glass there wax no 
vestige of human life visible, and the unfor- 
tunate crews must have perished by the most 
cruel of deaths—frost and starvation. Nv
